Diabetes panel claims disease may now be No. 3 killer 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The new 
National Commission on Diabetes 
said today the disease may have 
become the nation s third-ranking 
killer. 


“Last year 38.000 persons died 
directly from diabetes, and there is 
strong evidence that perhaps as 
many as 300.000 deaths could be at­ 
tributed to diabetes and its com­ 
plications.” the commission said 


“This would make diabetes the third- 
ranking cause of death, after heart 
disease and cancer.” 
In its first report to Congress, the 
17- member commission urged that 
federal funds for diabetes research 
be tripled by fiscal 1979. 
“ Diabetes is a m ajor health 
problem directly affecting 10 million 
Americans,” the commission said 
“The prevalence of the disease is in­ 
creasing rapidly.” 


The economic toll of the disease is 
estimated at $5 3 billion a year, while 
federal spending for research into 
treatment and prevention amounted 
to only $43 million last year, the 
report said 
The introduction of insulin therapy 
for diabetics helps control but does 
not cure the disease, which can 
cause blindness and kidney and heart 
complications, the report said 
Emphasizing the rising incidence 


of diabetes, the commission said that 
one out of five Americans born today 
and living to the age of 70 can expect 
to become a victim. 


Diabetics, the report said, are 25 
times more prone to blindness than 
nondiabetics, 17 times more prone to 
kidney disease, twice as prone to 
heart disease and five times more 
prone to gangrene, which often leads 
to amputation 


“These and other complications 
result in about 15 per cent of all 
diabetics being bedridden for 14 
months per year.” the commission 
said 


Half of all young diabetics die 
within 25 years of their diagnosis, the 
report said The victims are more 
likely to be women, nonwhite and 
poor, it said 
Sen Richard S. Schweiker, R Pa., 


who serves on the Senate health and 
HEW appropriations subcommit­ 
tees, said he intends “to spearhead 
congressional efforts to implement 
the commission’s major sugges­ 
tions,” especially the call for more 
research funds. 
“To further postpone a massive 
and coordinated attack against the 
nation's third ranking killer would be 
a tra g ic w aste of lives and 
resources." he said in a statement.

Supervisors seek major 
reform in property taxes 


Hope to aid middle 
class and elderly 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
County Board of Supervisors has 
asked Gov Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
and the state legislature to adopt 
major property tax reforms that 
would aid middle-class families and 
the elderly 
A motion by Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn instructing many county agen­ 
cies to endorse legislative changes in 
1976 was passed unanimously by the 
board Tuesday. 
Hahn said all school financing and 
welfare costs should be borne by the 
state and federal governments 
He claimed middle-class families 
in Los Angeles County are being 
forced to sell their homes because of 
rising taxes Hahn asked for the ex­ 
emption of the first $25,000 market 
value on all homes from property 
taxes 


He also called for a review of the 
possibility of exempting senior 
citizens homes from taxes entirely, 
and said when home owners reach 
the age of 65. their assessments and 
taxes should at least be frozen. 


Hahn's motion was seconded by 
Supervisor Baxter Ward and adopted 
without debate The motion instructs 
Assessor Philip E. Watson, the 
county Grand Jury Aduit Committee 
and the Economy and Efficiency 
Commission to recommend assess­ 
ment and tax reforms. 


In another action Tuesday, the 
board directed Chief Administrative 
O fficer H arry L. H ufford to 
negotiate transfer of the city of Los 
Angeles' Saugus Rehabilitation 
Center to the county for treatment of 
alcoholics.

“We found people ...fed up with the 
mountain of federal paperwork that 
is necessary just to move even a 
molehill of a project. We found peo­ 
ple fed up with government over­ 
regulation of state and local 
government. .” 
Jobs and red tape were the domi­ 
nant subjects in the day long forum 
that attracted about 1.000 govern­ 
ment off icials and private citizens. 
Washington Gov 
Dan Evans, a 
Republican, complaining about con­ 
tradictory rules attached to federal 
grant programs, used the “get off 
our backs” phrase Minutes later. 
Arizona Gov 
Raul Castro, a 
Democrat, used the same line in his

Evans. an ll-year veteran of the

Nation too 
dependent, 
Indian says 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - In­ 
creasing dependence on the federal 
government has placed the nation in 
the same predicament that Indian 
reservations have been for years, 
says Peter MacDonald, chairman of 
the Navajo tribe. 
“Since the treaty of 1868 our 
biggest enemy has been government 
programs, the federal bureaucracy, 
the paternalistic effort to run our 
lives,” MacDonald said Tuesday. 
“For years only Indians suffered 
from the bureaucratic hand. Now all 
of us share that problem." 
MacDonald, speaking at a World 
Affairs Council meeting said New 
York turning to the federal govern­ 
ment to rescue it from its financial 
crisis was a prime example of the 
trend “We just can t get along with­ 
out the federal government there to 
bail us out.” he said. 
But the problem is worse for In­ 
dians on reservations, he said, 
“because the government has been 
affecting our lives there for 100 
years.” 
MacDonald said 1075 “is the high 
water mark for tug government. To 
us the government has always been 
uncomfortably big. Now the govern­ 
ment appears to be too big for every­ 
one's comfort.” 
“O utlandish rep o rtin g re ­ 
quirements, overregulation and 
ever-grow ing program s have 
produced an economy where no 
major project can be commenced 
without bureaucratic approval or an 
act of Congress.” he said. 
MacDonald said his tribe wanted 
to end the dependence and, along 
with western tribes, has formed a 
Coalition of Energy Resources 
Tribes aimed at protecting tribal in­ 
terests in mineral reserves

Cranston, Tunney action 
Senate spending 
proposal includes 
Baldy, Tujunga aid 


The Senate has passed unanimous­ 
ly an amendment by Senators John 
Tunney and Alan Cranston to provide 
desperately needed federal funds for 
future flood prevention work in the 
fire ravaged Angeles National 
Forest, north of Claremont. 
Under that amendment the U S 
Forest Service would receive $3.4 
million for reseeding, reconstructing 
roads and reinforcing drainage 
structures in the Big Tujunga Ca­ 
nyon and Mt. Baldy areas. 
"Because 
Southern California s 
ramv season is about to begin, the 
Forest service has at best one month 
in which to repair ravaged areas in 
those areas,” the California senators 
said 
"Failure to act now could result in 
additional damage to the watersheds 
and homes from mud slides and 
flooding, brought about by the severe 
rain prevalent in December and 
January " 
The Tunney-Cranston amendment 
is included in the fall supplemental 
appropriations bill now before the 


Senate 
In a related action, Tunney and 
Cranston called for reinstatement of 
$1 million in the Senate version of the 
Interior Appropriations BUI for 
forest fire protection on national 
forest land 
In a letter to Sen Robert C Bvrd 
chairman of the Interior Appropria­ 
tions subcommittee, Cranston and 
Tunney said “funds to develop 
techniques which will prevent the 
spread of future fires from national 
forests into populated settlements 
are severely limited. By investing 
sufficient funds to develop fire 
breaks and other means of curtail­ 
ment. we will be able to protect it 
against future holocausts.” 
“It is clear to us that this invest­ 
ment is a good one. It is the ounce of 
prevention Southern California has 
needed.” they said. 
The $1 million would provide ad­ 
ditional protection from fire damage 
in the Los Padres, Angeles, Sequoia 
and Cleveland National forests in 
California

Affidavits ordered in information leak

WASHINGTON (AP) - Staff 
members of the Senate intelligence 
committee have been ordered to 
swear in affidavits that they were 
not the source for news stories link­ 
ing President John F. Kennedy, a fe­ 
male friend and organized crime, 
committee sources say. 
The sources say staff members 
were asked to reaffirm their loyalty 
oaths and that senators on the panel 
also were asked to sign affidavits 
saying they had not leaked informa­ 
tion from committee files. 


A committee spokesman denied 
reports that staff members have 
been asked to take lie detector tests 
as part of an effort to identify the 
source of the apparent leak. He 
refused to comment on what other 
steps may have been taken. 


Chairman Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
was not immediately available for 
comment but was said by friends to 
have been "mad as hell” about the 
news stories last month which repre­ 
sent the first major leak in the com­ 
mittee’s 10-month history. 
Vice Chairman John Tower, R- 
Tex., refused to comment when 
asked whether lie detector tests have 
been ordered, saying the matter is 
“internal committee business.’’ 
The news stories stated that while 
in the White House, Kennedy 
received 70 or 80 telephone calls 
from a California woman who had 
served as a volunteer in his 1980 
campaign. The number of calls was 
tabulated from Kennedy's office 
records, the report said. 
The articles identified the woman 
as Judith Campbell and said some of 


her calls were made from the Oak 
Park, HI., home of Chicago crime 
boss Sam “Momo” Giancana. The 
articles called her a friend of 
California gambling figure John Ros- 
selli, a Giancana associate. 
And they said her association with 
Kennedy in the early 1980a coincided 
with the period when Giancana and 
Rosselli were assisting the CIA with 
plots to assassinate Cuban Premier 
Fidel Castro. 
The Kennedy-Campbell situation 
was detailed jn the Senate panel's 
Nov. 20 report on official U.S. 
government involvement in plots to 
assassinate foreign leaders. 
However, the report referred to the 
woman only as “Kennedy’s friend" 
and did not identify her by name or 
sex. 
The episode was included in a sec­ 


tion of the report entitled, “Did 
President Kennedy learn anything 
about assassination plots as a result 
of the FBI investigation of Giancana 
and Rosselli?” 
The report concluded it was impos­ 
sible to say for sure whether Ken­ 
nedy knew of the plots against Castro 
but that he could have. 
The news accounts were published 
lust month by die Washington Post 
and the Seripps-Howard newspapers 
before the committee’s report was 
released. The articles were at­ 
tributed to the committee's staff 
logs and to sources on die staff. 
The committee’s published report 
states that the dual relationship 
between “Kennedy's friend’’ and the 
president and between the friend and 
organised crime figures came to the 
attention of the FBI and Director J. 


Edgar Hoover through the FBI in­ 
vestigation of Rosselli. 
One published account says the 
FBI may have stumbled on the situa­ 
tion because of a tap on Giancana's 
home telephone 
Giancana’s testimony on the mat­ 
ter was not available to the commit­ 
tee because he was murdered in his 
home last June 19, shortly before he 
was to appear before the panel. His 
murder is unsolved. 
The committee report says that on 
Feb. 27, 1962, Hoover laid out the 
bureau's information about “Ken­ 
nedy’s friend" and Giancana in iden­ 
tical memos to Atty. Gen. Robert F. 
Kennedy, the -president’s brother, 
and to Kenneth O'Donnell, a special 
assistant to the president and his 
close personal friend. 
The committee report notes that 


FBI files on Giancana contained in­ 
formation at the time showing his 
connection with the CIA The report 
says that could have led a reader to 
conclude that Castro’s murder was 
being planned. 
The intelligence committee now is 
taking testimony on proposals to es­ 
tablish more control over FBI and 
CIA activities. 
Tuesday. William Ruckdsbaus, 
former deputy attorney general and 
acting FBI director, said Congress 
and the executive branch had 
allowed too much unchecked power 
to accumulate in Hoover’s hands. 
Ruckelshaus endorsed creation of 
a special congressional committee to 
keep the FBI under tight rein and 
said future directors should be 
limited to one term of no more than 
eight or nine years.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 
Lebanese army troops, in their first 
major intervention in the eight- 
month-old civil war. captured much 
of Beirut’s seaside hotel district 
from leftist Moslem militiamen dur­ 
ing the night. But they failed to dis­ 
lodge them from the plush St. 
Georges Hotel 
The Moslems charged the govern­ 
ment troops had been sent in to 
rescue the Christians. 
Moslem militia chieftain Ibrahim 
Kuieilat vowed to keep his “Am- 
busher" gunmen inside the St. 
Georges despite army attempts to 
root them out. 
Right-wing Christian militiamen 
stayed put in the »-story Holiday Inn 
along with army troops who had 
moved in under leftist fire Tuesday 
night. 
At least 850 army commandos with 
heavy weapons, tanks and armored 
personnel carriers moved into the 
hotel area and the city’s commercial 
center At first they wedged between 
the battling Moslem and Christian 
militias, then pushed them out of key 
positions in sharp fighting. 
The troops took control of the 
Phoenicia Intercontinental and the 
approaches to the St. Georges, 
security spokesmen said. They also 
joined gunmen of the Christian 
Phalange party in the unfinished 
Hilton Hotel and the battered Starco 
office center 
The seaside combat set fire to the 
St. Georges, gutting much of its once 
plush interior The fire was largely 
extinguished, apparently by gunmen 
inside, but was still smoldering late 
in the afternoon. 
Kuieilat charged army troops set 
the fire deliberately “to massacre 
our forces inside But it didn’t hap- 
m "

Japanese detectives lose yen for case 
Gloom as statute of 
limitations runs out 


TOKYO (AP)-In funeral gloom, police investigators 
sat with lowered heads at midnight Tuesday and conceded 
that the man who stole 300 million yen — $1 million — 
from a delivery car exactly seven years ago has gotten 
away with it. 
The statute ot limitations ran out, meaning there is vir­ 
tually no longer any way the robber can be prosecuted on 
criminal charges. 
Workers plastered paper over the signboard of the 
special headquarters set up for the case as the in­ 
vestigators met for final reports. They spent $3.3 million 
trying to catch him. 
“I feel very sorry for the end of the investigation of this 
incident,” a senior police official told newsmen, ‘ but I 
want to make our failure this time a lesson for the 
future.” 
Police said the only possible way the robber could still 
face criminal charges is if it could be proved — if be is 
ever found — that he had been outside Japan for a period 
during the seven years and that the robber's actual time 
in Japan since the robbery totaled less than seven years. 
The insurance company that covered the loss still can 


sue the robber for the 300 million yen, plus interest, 
within 20 years from the date of the crime. 
The unsolved robbery, known as ‘‘The 300 Million Yen 
Case,” dominated newspaper front pages*and special late 
night television shows, whose commentators brandished 
stopwatches waiting for midnight. 
Among the dozens of citizens interviewed on the televi 
sion shows, a 26-year-old Tokyo office worker said 
“After all, I don't think this guy was an evil man because 
he did not harm anyone except an insurance company, 
although I don t call him a man of good will.” 
On Dec 10. 1968, a man disguised as a policeman and 
riding a white motorcycle stopped a car carrying winter 
bonus money for employes of an electric factory. Warning 
of a bomb in the car, he lit a smoke candle under it, and 
the driver and two other occupants ran for cover. The rob­ 
ber drove away in the car. 
Police said they mobilized more than 170.000 men for 
the investigation and checked 117.000 persons About 
27,000 tips from citizens and a number of items left behind 
by the robber, including the stolen motorcycle and two 
stolen cars, didn't help

Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger said Unit week 
the United States “cannot 
remain indifferent" to 
Soviet activities in Angola 
Some U.S. officials say 
Kissinger is considering a 
more forceful way of ex­ 
pressing U.S. indignation 
over Soviet policy 
U S Ambassador Daniel 
Patrick Moymhan told the 
U.N. Geaeral Assembly 
Monday night that Soviet 
involvement was an “ef­ 
fort to recokxuxe Africa.” 


The assembly is debating 
resolutions on foreign in­ 
tervention in Angola, ami 
Moymhan urged a condem- 
nation of Soviet in­ 
volvement. 


The official U.S position 
is one of co m p lete 
neutrality in Angola, but it 
is widely believed that 
American arms are 
reaching the two factions 
arrayed against the 
MPLA In addition, there 
are occasional reports that 
the United Stales is in­ 
volved in covert activity 
there 


The two anti-Russian 
factions are the National 
Front for the Liberation of 
Angola (FNLA), which 
also has the backing of 
China, and the Union for 
the Total Independence ot 
Angola (UN1TA). which 
also has the hacking of 
South Africa Both factions 
recently have lost ground 
in the face of massive 
Soviet arms aid to the 
MPLA and a Cuban ex­ 
peditionary force which is 
well trained in the use of 
Soviet weapons. Some 3,500 


to 4,000 Cubans are 
believed to be assisting the 
MPLA 
The Soviet objectives in 
Angola are not clear. Most 
officials believe Moscow 
has its eye on the deep 
water peats at Luanda and 
Lobito and the dozen or so 
airfields built by Portugal, 
the former colonial power 
in Angola Access to these 
facilities would strengthen 
the Soviet hand militarily 
in the South Atlantic. 
But U.S. officials caution 
that a MPLA victory would 
not 
a u t o m a t ic a lly 
translate itself into Soviet 
control of the country. 
These officials say the So­ 
viet» have approached 
several friendly African 
regimes over the years 
about establishing military 
bases, but only one, 
Somalia, has gone along. 
Qualified sources also 
believe there will be con­ 
siderable pressure from 
the MPLA rank and file to 
keep the MPLA leadership 
from permitting Soviet 
colonialism to become a 
substitute for Portuguese 
colonialism 


The MPLA has been 
advancing in northecn- 
sector fighting in recent 
weeks, and the two non- 
Commurust factions also 
have been on the defensive 
diplomatically. 
The "paper govern­ 
ment” established by the 
National Front and the 
UN1TA groups has not 
been recognized by a single 
foreign country since its

Franks, a former bill collector, is dedicated to 
reuniting lost dogs with their owners. 


MOUNT PROSPECT, 
111. (AP) - Using his 
talent as a former bill 
collector, Bob Franks has 
become a dog sleuth 
dedicated to reuniting lost 
dogs with their owners. 
“ I incorporated in 
August as the Society of St. 
Francis, placed ads in new­ 
spapers with a dog-lost 
hotline number and so far 
have returned 84 dogs to 
their owners,” said 41- 
year-old Franks, once 
collection manager of a 
Chicago bank. 
Franks says his work as 
a dog detective stems from 
his love of the animals and 
the emotional satisfaction 
of saving strays from being 
put to sleep. 
“ My parents would 
never let me have a dog in 
my childhood and 1 guess I 
was determined to have as 
many as I wanted when I 
grew up,” he says. 
As for his corporation 
named after the saint of 
animals, Franks said, "I'm 
using my savings — which 
should last about a year — 
to run the operation. No 
donations are solicited, but 
sometimes they are sent 
in 
“ In 
October 
and 
November, my phone bills 


were 1390 and donations 
were only 8110,” said 
Franks, who has 11 un­ 
wanted old strays of his 
own at his home in Mount 
Prospect, a 
suburb 
northwest of Chicago. “My 
goal is to establish a 
national membership in 
the Society of St. Francis 
and get it on a break-even 
footing.” 
Franks’ hot-line callers 
are those who have lost 
their dogs and those who 
have found lost dogs. 
Sometimes he is lucky in 
matching the dogs tost 
with those found. 
“ But mainly my service 
is telling people where to 
look — the dog pound, the 
Anti-Cruelty Society, 
Animal W elfare and 
various 
suburban 
shelters.” said Franks, a 
director of the Illinois 
State Federation of Hu­ 
mane Societies. “You’d be 
surprised how many people 
haven’t the slightest idea 
of how to go about finding a 
tost dog.” 
Franks said a man called 
with a description of his 
130-pound 
G erm an 
Shepherd missing 1*4 
months. Several days later 
a woman called that she

“1 went to her house. It 
was a half-starved German 
Shepherd weighing about 
65 pounds.

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Bypass surgery ups heart disease survival 
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SAN FRANCISCO (A P) 
— The survival chances of 
persons with severe cor­ 
onary artery disease rose 
dramatically after artery 
bypass surgery as com­ 
pared to those treated 
without surgery, a new 
study shows. 
The report, released 


Monday, showed a 96 per 
cent survival rate for 149 
patients treated by cor­ 
onary artery bypass sur­ 
gery between November 
1971 and October 1974 at 
Veterans Administration 
Hospital. The rate was the 
same for those studied 
after one, two and three 


years. 
Dr. Daniel J. Ullyot. 
head of the study, said that 
in a comparison group of 47 
patients treated without 
surgery the survival rate 
was 89 per cent after one 
year. 77 per cent after two 
and down to 68 per cent 
after three. 


“ Coronary artery dis­ 
ease is the leading cause of 
death in this country,” said 
Ullyot. “ The significance 
of these findings is that the 
basis for offering coro­ 
nary bypass surgery, the 
relief of chest pain, can im­ 
prove the quality of tife, 
but in certain subgroups of 


patients it w ill not only im­ 
prove the quality of life, 
but can prolong life." 
Coronary artery bypass 
surgery, a technique 
developed seven years ago, 
consists of taking veins 
from the patient s own legs 
and grafting them to 
bypass the diseased heart 


vessels in order to improve 
blood supply to the heart. 
Medical treatment in­ 
volves use of nitroglycer­ 
ine to relieve pain and 
monitoring a patient's diet 
and lifestyle. 
“ At the moment there is 
no medical therapy that 
will prolong life,'* said Dr. 


Edward Gertz, a member 
of the bypass team. “ It 
doesn’t 
change 
the 
prognosis associated with 
the disease.” 
Gertz 
said 
some 
hospitals prefer medical to 
surgical treatment of cor­ 
onary artery disease 
patients because of a poor 


overall operative mortal­ 
ity rate, whereas this rate'* 
is exceptionally low at 
Veterans Hospital. 


The average age of the I 
surgical patients studied * 
was 52 Of these, 54 per* 
cent had extensive cor-* 
onary artery disease*

NAIROBI — “Uhuru” (freedom) is a word frequently 
on the tongues of the people of Kenya and indeed is often 
heard at this Assembly. 
Uhuru is the name of the spacious and beautiful park in 
which a spectacular, outdoor Sunday morning worship 
celebration was held and is the name of the boulevard on 
which the park is located. 
•Harambee” (Let’s pull together) is another popular 
word. A Harambee Rally is being held to lay the corner- 
stone of a new headquarters building for the All Africa 
Conference of Churches. 
The 85-year-old President of Kenya, Mzee Jomo 
Kenyatta. is scheduled to be the chief participant in the 
ceremonies. The office complex is expected to be an im­ 
pressive symbol of Christian unity in this important E ast 
African country.

An estimated 8,500 persons attended the Uhuru Park 
celebration. Most of them, including many family groups, 
sat on the ground on the terraced hillside opposite the 
large platform which accommodated the speaker, the 
brightly garbed singers and the band.

In previous releases, we have referred to the cdncern 
for women's rights expressed many tim es and in many 
ways at this conclave. One entire morning session was 
devoted to series of powerful addresses by renowned 
leaders. 
They were Julia Ojiambo, Kenya's assistant minister 
for social services; Dr. Prakai Nontawasee, principal of 
the Theologial Academy of Thailand; Justice Annie 
Jiagge of the Appeals Court of Ghana; Dr. Una Kroll, 
prominent London physician and feminist leader; Mrs. 
Dorothy McMahon, head of the Australian organization 
“ Another Mother for Peace” ; and Miss Teny Simonian, a 
staff leader from the Middle East Council of Churches. 
All appealed for a recognition of the rights of women in 
all the relationships of life. 


Interestingly enough, it was brought out clearly that 
women of the Third World were more interested in join­ 
ing with others in a struggle for human rights in general 
in their countries where oppression was so widespread 
rather than, as is the case in the developed countries, bat­ 
tling for their own particular rights as women. 
At the close of the first week of deliberations, the 
themes that seem to be emerging as holding major interest 
for the delegates are evangelism, liberation and Christian 
unity. In the discussion on evangelism, there is a disposi­ 
tion to harmonize the viewpoints of those who emphasize 
personat salvation and those who highlight the need for 
the application of Christian teaching to all the areas of 
human life and society. The tension still exists but there is 
a willingness by each side to listen to the viewpoint of the 
other. 
Less explicit has been the emphasis on Christian unity. 
This is probably because the-theme of unity is Implicit in 
all that transpires here at Nairobi. After all this is a 
gathering of 286 denominations (including the 15 just 
received into membership) and thus the desire to 
manifest the spirit of unity assumed by all.

“The task will not be an easy one. I envision a collision 
of values and rights, both political and economic, as the 
legislature weighs environmental and aesthetic values 
against hard economic realities,” he concluded

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Cal Poly expanding 
education for adults

Cal Poly Pomona is expanding its continuing education 
program this winter to meet the needs of people in the 
valley who want to pursue their education without formal­ 
ly registering in a degree program at the university. 
According to Harold D. Crouse, dean of continuing 
education, Cal Poly will offer 2,464 classes of study in the 
winter quarter which starts Jan. 5. 
While these courses are designed primarily for the stu­ 
dent aiming for a degree, many are open on a “ space 
available” basis to students who, for one reason or 
another, do not wish to formally register at Cal Poly. 
To further help the general public in finding a class to 
suit their interests, the university now provides a “ Course 
Seeker” service from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m 
A “ Course Seeker” answers a special phone number, 
598-4988 The prospective student merely identifies the 
area or areas in which he is interested and the time most 
convenient to attend classes, either day or evening, 
Crouse said. 
The resource person on the campus will search through 
the class schedule to match interests and hours and 
return the potential student s call. 
Even registration has been simplified, ( rouse added. 
“ Long registration lines are avoided The continuing 
education student will be asked just to fill in a brief form 
and pay his fees,” said the dean. 
____ 
To make the continuing education program even more 
convenient, the department office is being moved to the 
Cal Poly Library in the center of the campus. 
Crouse, who assumed the position of dean of continuing 
education at Cal Poly in September, previously headed

San Dimas officials re­ 
main opposed to secession 
from Los Angeles County 
and refused once again to 
join the San Gabriel Val­ 
ley Association of Cities. 
Mayor Jim Lough asked 
that the issue of member­ 
ship in the association be 
placed on the City Council 
agenda this week to reex­ 
amine members opinions 
after some modifications 
in the position of the most 
ardent secessionist sup­ 
porters. 
The council unanimous­ 
ly opposed any secession 
move or establishment of a 
professionally staffed asso­ 
ciation of San Gabriel Val­ 
ley cities (Mi Oct. 13. The 
opposition was based prim­ 
arily upon the intended 
purposes of the associa­ 
tion and fees for joining 
Lough reported that the 
association has adopted 
more definitive bylaws and 
set the membership fee at 
$350 for the first year to de­ 
fray operational costs. He 
said the $350 could not 
realistically apply to costs 
of a feasibility study on the 
secession issue because the 
participating cities could 
not raise the large amount 
needed, possibly $750,000, 
from membership fees on­ 
ly 
The mayor said he was 
•nol strongly for or 
against San Dimas joining 
the association,” but did 
feel that the city should 
have a voice in the matter. 
He refused to endorse any 
secession move or expendi­ 
tures for a feasibility 
study, but said the city 
should “ maintain a plat­ 
form to air our views.” 
Councilm an 
Jam es 
McLean reiterated his 
opposition to membership, 
noting that there was con­ 
siderable “ duplication in 
the bylaws of this associa­ 
tion in other organiza­ 
tions. 1 really don't see the 
need for it. except for may­ 
be another meeting a 
month ” 
Councilman Ray M ir­ 
acle, who has attended 
three of the four meetings 
o! the valley cities, point­ 
ed out that the central top­ 
ic of the discussion was al­ 
ways secession Although 
secession supporters say 
they have modified their 
position, M iracle re­ 
mained convinced that the 
main purpose of the asso­ 
ciation would remain se­ 
cession 
This secession 
movement fails to lake 
into consideration the posi­ 
tion of contract cities such 
as San Dimas which de­ 
pend upon the county for 
tire and police services, 
Miracle added. 
The “ geographical area, 
p o litic a l and so cial 
considerations are so div­ 
erse that a common goal 
might be impossible," 
commented Councilman 
Marvin Ersher. He added 
that the problem is at the 
supervisorial level with too 
tew supervisors serving 
luo large an area, and that 
a * peripheral organi­ 
zation will not solve these 
problems" 
In declining to partici­ 
pate in the new associa­ 
tion, the council agreed 
with McLean that "the 
invitation will be open to 
use in the future if we want 
to join at any time ” 


the same department at the University of Wisconsin. 
There, he built the continuing education program at the 
college up to 26.000 students. 
“ The first thing to overcome for the adult student is his 
fear about the ability to learn and to compete with full­ 
time students,” said Crouse. 
“ Adult learners are purposeful students. They work 
hard and bring to their classes maturity, judgment and 
experiences that the 18- to 20-year-old student obviously 
can not have acquired,” Crouse said. 
He continued that the adult student who returns to 
school brings with him an empathy and background which 
often enriches the class for others. 
Counseling is available to the extension student seeking 
direction and needing guidance in planning a curriculum 
which interests him. 
Crouse pointed out that the continuing education 
program at a state university has to be self-supporting. 
Therefore, tuitions are somewhat higher than those of the 
regular undergraduate student, he said. 
In the past, while there has been an increase in adult 
students Cal Poly has not had the image of an extended 
education university, Crouse added. 
“ But we have started a concentrated program to 
change that. We are actively seeking the housewife who 
wishes to continue her education, the businessman who 
needs knowledge in fields other than his major experience 
and the older person who just wants to keep abreast of 
current information.”

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Nonteaching staffers 
will take brunt of 
Upland budget crunch

No teachers will be fired in the Upland Elementary 
School District to meet a budget squeeze but many dis­ 
trict nonteaching employes face layoffs. 
Trustees at Tuesday night's meeting discussed how 
many classified personnel would be fired in the money 
crunch during a closed door secret session preceding the 
meeting But with the audience packed with classified 
personnel, awaiting a decision, board president William 
Rugg said action on the matter would be postponed at 
least until next month. 
In other action, trustees: 
— Heard Supt. Bill Plaster outline $16,000 in operational 
cuts not involving personnel. 
— Learned pupils are slightly above state average in 
reading, math and language skills. 
— Agreed to authorize Plaster and one trustee to meet 
with Upland city parks and recreation leaders to finalize 
a working agreement between schools, the city, Pop 
Warner Football and soccer league leaders over use and 
care of school property for sports activities. 
Classified employes weTe prepared for a debate with 
board members during the session and appeared caught 
off guard by trustees’ action of by-passing the issue Jack 
Edmon. regional representative for California School 
Employes' union, asked board members to consult him 
before any action is taken against any of the district’s 160 
non-teaching employes who include custodians, bus 
drivers, clerks and secretaries. 
In a related action. Rick Minnis, president of Upland 
Teachers Association, said his group will not pursue 
further wage demands during the 1975-76 school year, but 
would have a wage and fringe benefit package put 
together by February to present to the board before the 
1976-77 budget is adopted next August. Negotiations with 


the board should be in July under the new state collective 
bargaining act for public employes, Minnis said 
Trustees did not say whether some teachers will be let 
go at the end of the 1975-76 school year in an effort to meet 
the money crunch — only that none will be let go before 
June. 
Teachers earlier had asked for a 12 per cent pay hike 
after the board offered a 3.6 raise for 1975-76 During a 
stormy November board meeting packed with teachers, 
the board made a final 4 per cent raise offer to which 
teachers demanded the entire board resign. 
That dispute, although not entirely settled, has been 
moved to the back burner with teacher efforts now aimed 
at better fringe benefits for the remainder of this year 
and a concentrated pay raise bargaining effort aimed at 
the 1976-77 school year. 
Voters last month turned down a 30-cent per $100 valua­ 
tion tax override forcing a cutback in services 
Rugg said he was disappointed that Plaster could come 
up with only $16,000 in proposed cutbacks so far. These 
budget cuts include most maintenance items such as 
repainting schools and reroofing others. 
Trustee William Hutson introduced the soecer-football 
issue to the board, stating the city of Upland parks and 
recreation department has no clear cut policy on bearing 
or sharing costs of independent league play. 
School playgrounds where Pop Warner League teams 
now play are becoming badly worn and parking creates a 
problem. Hutson said. 
Trustees said such costs should at least be shared by the 
city with schools, and authorized the district to negotiate 
with the city to define responsibilities and cost burdens 
Results of achievement tests also were presented 
trustees indicating that although only 10 per cent of the 
state's districts have a higher socio-economic level than 
Upland, the district’s children rank just above the state 
average in reading, mathematics and language skills.

Keith Mulrooney, former Clare­ 
mont city manager and former assis­ 
tant city administrator for Pomona, 
has quit his job as city manager at 
Alexandria. Va., effective Jan 2. 
When Mulrooney left Claremont in 
November 1974 after eight years as 
its city manager, he called the new 
position at Alexandria, a city of 
120.000. a great challenge and one 
that he couldn t pass up 
Alexandria Mayor Charles E 
Beatley Jr. reported that he had 
asked for Mulrooney’s resignation 
"some time ago ” 
Beatley said that Mulrooney 
didn t fit in and that the Alexandria 
Uitv i ouncil didn’t fit in with him. It 
was a mismatch.”

All seven seats on the City Council, 
including the mayor 's, are up for re- 
election in May. 
Mulrooney declined to elaborate on 
his differences with the council, but 
he said, “I have no regrets in leaving 
here I’m glad I came.” 
In his budget message this year. 
Mulrooney recommended closing 
three city schools to save $900,000, a 
suggestion which raised a furor in 
the community. 
Mulrooney said that he “was en­ 
couraged in the belief that what was 
wanted was a person who would 
speak out on issues as he saw them 
He said he then realized that can­ 
didness was “not what some people 
wanted. ”

Pom ona V alley Com m unity 
Hospital has earned a top award 
from the Southern California Gas Co. 
for its outstanding program of 
significantly reducing its consump­ 
tion of natural gas and electricity. 
Early in 1974, the hospital in­ 
troduced a concentrated program to 
reduce its consumption of energy. In 
one year, the use of electricity drop­ 
ped 15 per cent and the use of natural 
gas was cut by more than 18 per cent, 
or 11 million cubic feet annually. 
Robert Burwell, hospital ad­ 
ministrator and vice president, said 
at the Tuesday award ceremony "We 
felt that reducing our use of energy 
was a contribution to the community 
at this time when the nation faces a 
critical fuel shortage.” 
These energy savings lowered the 
hospital’s 1974 utility bills by nearly 
$37,000 
Despite the fact that the hospital 
has nearly doubled its floorspace 
with the opening of the new wing this 
spring, the rise in the use of energy 
has been minimal, according to the 
Pat Shea, vice president of Southern 
California Gas Co 


The energy program at the 
hospital was formulated by Burwell 
and R L. (Pete) Peterson, director 
of engineering service at PVCH. 
Under the program, the hospital 
engineering staff disconnected un­ 
necessary light fixtures, lowered the 
temperature setting of most hot 
water heaters from 140 to 105 
degrees and shut off several laundry 
room exhaust fans at nights and on 
holidays. 
In addition, the staff improved the 
efficiency of the hospital s burning 
equipment by adjusting pressure 
lines and by other modifications 
Pom ona V alley Com m unity 
Hospital is only the second medical 
facility to receive the Commercial 
CONCERN 
(Conserve Energy) 
Award since the program was in­ 
itiated in late 1974 by the gas com­ 
pany to recognize governmental, 
business and other commercial 
organizations that demonstrate ex­ 
ceptional energy conservation 
achievements 
In announcing the award. Shea said 
there have been no new natural gas 
supplies in Southern California since 


1969 
“The only new source of gas we 
have now is that which is obtained 
through conservation,” Shea said 
He added that the hopes for new gas 
supplies are still in the distant 
future. 
“ If we don't conserve energy, then 
we will end up having to shut off the 
supply to some consumers by 1979.” 
Shea said “ But if the public con­ 
serves energy, we can delay the date 
until, hopefully, some new supply is 
obtainable.” 
Shea pointed out that the restric­ 
tion of energy supplies in Southern 
California, if required due to shor­ 
tages. could affect as many as 
750.000 jobs 
The prime object of the program of 
the gas company is to gather and dis­ 
seminate Information about recent 
developments in energy saving com­ 
mercial design, construction and 
energy

However, traditional methods of persuasion, such 
as advertisements, press notices, posters and 
sending children home with announcements (which 
don't always get there) have had a minimal impact. 
The number of parents visiting schools is not large, 
especially among disadvantaged parents who may 
not have fond memories of their own schooldays. 
The Dallas Public Schools had much the same 
problem as other school districts in getting parents 
involved in what was going on in 20 of the city s Ti­ 
tle I schools containing some 8,000 pupils 
They initially tried the traditional techniques but 
found them ineffective. “ It then dawned on us to do 
something on a concentrated basis, not a brain 
storm but a logical approach, 
says Janice Arren- 
dale, director of a reading program in the Dallas 
schools developed by Hoffman Educational Sys­ 
tems of El Monte. 
“We didn’t want it to be a case of parents coming 
to see films or hear speakers lecture on how par­ 
ents should assist their children at home, since we 
knew these techniques wouldn t work " 
Thus the Dallas administrative and teaching 
staffs decided to reach out into the community in­ 
stead of expecting the community to come to them 
Because the supermarket is a place most parents 
must visit, the first step was to hold reading 
laboratories in stores where parents for the first 
time had the opportunity to see teachers 
demonstrating how this basic skill was being taught 
to their children. 
Once the schools had attracted the parents’ atten­ 
tion through the supermarket demonstrations, they 
then had to develop ways of getting the parents into 
the schools where they could participate in 
workshops and learn games and cither activities 
they could use at home to reinforce achievement in 
school. 
Such inducements included providing a day care 
center or baby sitting service for the younger 
children of parents and serving everyone a hot 
lunch Parents were given stars for coming to a 
workshop and at the end of the year the parent with 
the most stars received a trophy 
This may sound like kid stuff, but apparently it 
works 
Last year more than 400 parents par­ 
ticipated in workshops at one time or another. 
Previously, the schools were lucky if 50 parents 
came ail year. 
As one parent, speaking for others, said of a 
workshop, “ We found it so interesting that we 
wanted to help out and work with our children at 
home.

This letter is to protest the high 
handed 
ta c tic s th e C a lifo rn ia 
Interscholastic Federation (C .I.F .) 
has used in their usurping of soccer 
players. 
Historically, the American Youth 
S o cce r O rganization (A .Y .S .O .) 
began in 1964-65 and fielded 9 team s 
in 1 age division. The intervening 
years have seen phenomenal growth 
so that for the 1975-76 soccer season 
A Y S.O. fielded 4110 team s in 6 age 
divisions 
these age divisions range 
from 7 to 18 years, in two year incre­ 
ments 
A .Y .SO 
initially developed the 


soccer players (and therefore the 
soccer program) long before the 
C.I.F. ever fielded a soccer team 
Now, after developing a growing and 
energetic soccer program, the C.I.F. 
enters the soccer picture and ar­ 
bitrarily says that if a boy plays 
C.I.F. soccer, he cannot play any 
other soccer. 
This view (to m e) is ridiculous and 
unethical to say the least. In effect, 
it is telling youth what they can and 
cannot do in their spare time, time 
away from and out from under the 
jurisdiction of the public schools' 
Further, a recent court case in the 
state of Washington cited exercise 
of liberty and freedom under the 
first and fourteenth Amendments to 
the United States Constitution as 
grounds for allowing boys to play 
soccer outside of school. See the 
Progress Bulletin of December 4. 
1975 Page 29. for details. 
Also, A.Y.S.O. says that every boy 
who signs up will play at least half of 
every game.

A.Y.S.O. soccer has emasculated the 
two divisions <5 and 6) from 15 
through 18 years. For example, in 
the 1974-75 soccer season the entire 
city of Pomona had 10 team s; for the 
1975-76 soccer season — 1 team and 
that team is in jeopardy of being dis­ 
banded 
This, in turn, has several side ef­ 
fects. For instance, the scheduling of

The C.I F. stand has had a dis­ 
astrous effect on A.Y.S.O. soccer at 
the high school level. 
So, instead of more boys playing

He recently 
recited “ Mary had a little lamb ’ on 
and on and on, while m asticating an 
imaginary steak, to demonstrate his 
vocal exercises to flabbergasted 
visitors.

And as we 
sang it, you could just see all those 
small Oklahoma towns and farm s

The security of anyone in politics,

He even uses his Speaker’• staff to 
work on Oklahoma m atters, a prac­ 
tice that is not strictly proper but is

Albert virtually lives in the ornate 
Speakers’ suites, where he can be 
found usually from the dawn s early 
light until after dark 
He is there 
Saturdays and Sunday*, too — a 
sm all, lonely figure behind the m as­ 
sive desk 
Ami every day, sadly, the power 
and the prestige slip slowly from his 
hands

that

Albert is heavily 
to blam e for 
Congress 
post-Watergate wallow­ 
ing 


To begin with, in the early days of the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration. Atty. Gen Kennedy lobbied so strenuously 
for the unlimited use of electronic surveillance — the 
planting of microphones — in internal security cases that 
he was roundly scolded by the Washington Post for ad­ 
vocating 
police state ’ methods. 
The attorney general not only encouraged this form ot 
surveillance but pressed for the increased use of 
telephone taps 
Bobby Kennedy, moreover, made it a practice frequent 
ly to listen to the tapes of telephone taps and planted 
microphones 
When Bobby learned, independently of the F B I. that Dr 
King was in secret contact with a Communist Party func­ 
tionary, he dispatched one of his Ju stice Department as­ 
sistants to tell the civil rights leader in no uncertain 
term s that he must cease and desist. Were the facts to 
become known. Dr. King was told, it would be very-em 
barrassing to the administration. Dr. King agreed and 
quietly shifted his contacts to another Communist 
According to a document in FB I files, the attorney 
general then ordered the FB I to explore the feasibility erf 
initiating electronic surveillance and the use of telephone 
taps in the King case 
F B I Director J Edgar Hoover argued against this on 
the ground that discovery of this surveillance would be 
damaging to the bureau and to the Ju stice Department, 
but the attorney general insisted. 
Eventually Hoover agreed to a limited surveillance but 
took the precaution of getting Atty. Gen. Kennedy to sign 
the orders. This and other documents were made public in 
1966 when Hoover and Bobby Kennedy, then a I S 
senator clashed on the subject of electronic surveillance, 
of which Mr. Kennedy denied knowledge, lroiucally. the 
most damaging of this memoranda were released at the 
senator s request 
This is what the proven and provable record shows The 
rest consists of wild charges such as those of Coretta King 
and several others; hearsay evidence which so quickly 
impresses the national 
m edia; 
and 
unsubstantiated 
allegations from those with an ax to grind 
If one were to ciiarge, “ 1 don’t know the facts, but at 
this stage I say it appears there is a conspiracy to destroy 
the FBI by the national media and the enem ies of the 
United States," he would be driven from public life Con­ 
spiracy or not, there definitely is an attempt to blacken 
the reputation of J Edgar Hoover, even though he can no 
longer defend himself 
Those now so hotly in pursuit of the F B I want a selec­ 
tive reading of the facts, with those tarnishing their 
heroes suppressed — and that s probably what we will 
get

Ireland — The mys­ 
tique of Ireland got to my 
wife. "How would you like 


to live here?" she asked 
during the four weeks we 
spent in the cities and 
towns and the quiet pas­ 
toral countryside. So I 
asked a handful of Amer­ 
icans why they had chosen 
this green speck in the 
North Atlantic as a place 
to retire. A variety of rea­ 
sons. 
The most lyrical was 
Richard K. O'Malley, my 
longtime friend and asso­ 
ciate. 


What do I like about 
Ireland? Have you looked 
at the sky in the evening, 
or in the early flush of 
dawn? Or have you watch­ 
ed the gulls wheel under 
clouds that are gun-metal 
grey? Or felt the wind off 
the sea and seen the break 
of blue overhead? Where 
else can you find it, man, 
where else?” 
O’Malley, a third gener­ 
ation Irishman, was all. 
over the world as a news­ 


man but never felt at 
home. "This is the first 
place I ever lived that I 
didn't plan on leaving some 
day." 
Dick followed his fath­ 
er's career (longtime re­ 
porter on the Butte, Mont., 
Standard) into the news 
dodge and eventually 
devoted 31 years to The 
Associated Press as a writ­ 
er and chief of foreign bu­ 
reaus. While Dick was for­ 
ever examining the other 


side of the mountain. I, a 
counterpart in The AP, 
stayed home to run a do­ 
mestic bureau. 
Dick and his wife Jeanne 
are only two of 12.000 
Americans retired in Ire­ 
land. Another couple is 
Harry Casler and his Rose­ 
mary. who lived in a score 
of countries in his long ca­ 
reer with the State De­ 
partment and the U.S. 
Information Agency. 
•‘I don’t have hay fever 


here,” said Casler. Rea­ 
son enough for one who 
was often indisposed by 
irritating ragweed pollen. 
“ I like the people, the 
clean air — in fact, every­ 
thing " 
Don Grant, whose last 
assignment for the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch was 
covering the United Na­ 
tions. is here because he 
and his wife prefer se­ 
clusion. Dick Condon, a 
Canadian newsman liked 


what he saw and felt on a 
visit, and came back to 
stay.

SIN G A PO RE (A P ) - 
Traffic Jama have been 
eased bet not eliminated 
and thousands of workers 
Save made new com­ 
muting arrangements in 
the six months since 
Singapore re s tric te d 
private cars downtown. 
Traffic experts from 
around the world are com­ 
ing here to study the opera­ 
tion. 
Fewer vehicles are com­ 
ing in to the c e n tra l 
business district in the 
morning rush hours, the 
Road Transport Action 
Committee said in a recent 
statement. 
Side effects include the 
shifting of sbme offices 
outside the 2 &-square-rmle 
restricted zone and a 
decrease in automobile as­ 
sociation membership 
A master traffic control 
plan called the “ Area 
Ucensing Scheme' 
went 
into operation in June to 
torce “ high passenger 
utilization of vehicles ’ 
Private cars with at 
least tour persons are per­ 
mitted free access. Lone 
drivers in private autos or 
those carrying fewer than 
three other persons have to 
pay a fee. Others park out: 
side the downtown area 
and continue on shuttle 
buses or drive to work 
before 7:30 a.m. or after 
10:15 am 
Taxis were at first ex­ 
empt 
from 
restrictions 
along with other public 
transportation. In August 
they were reclassified and 
now have to pay the fee un­ 
less the cabbie picks up 
three riders to qualify un­ 


der the ca r pooling 
minimum. Fees are added 
to the cab fare 
Authorities also are try­ 
ing to determine how to 
curb casual car pooling in 
which motorists pick up 
hitchhikers or those 
standing at bus stops to 
make 
up 
the 
legal 
minimum load of four. 
Motorists who can afford 
to commute as before buy 
a monthly permit that 
costs the equivalent of $24 
to 
stick 
on 
th e ir 
windshields. Others pur 
chase dailv permits for 
$1 20 
The latter are sold at 
roadside booths staffed by 
one man a mile or so out­ 
side the restricted zone. 
Private cars and taxis 
without permits are not 
stopped, but police dictate 
their license numbers into 
a small cassette recorder 
to be transcribed back at 
headquarters later into a 
ticket. 
In early June there were 
more than 200 violations a 
day. officials said The re­ 
cent average was 35 a day. 
The usual fine is $20 
About 73 per cent fewer 
private cars were coming 
downtown in the morning 
rush hour three months 
after the restrictions were

In the same 
period there was an over­ 
all decrease of 43.2 per

Some who were prepared 
to pay the entrance fee 
were thwarted when the 
government simultaneous­ 
ly ordered a sharp increase 
in parking charges in the 
central business district.

On the other hand, 
office buildings in the city 
center are not enjoying 
such occupancy rates ."

Angels trade Singer to Rangers 


The A ngels tra d e d form er 
Pomonan Bill Singer to the Texas 
Rangers today for first baseman Jim 
Spencer and $100,000. 
Singer pitched for Pomona High, 
Post 30 and also played little league 
baseball here. He helped pitch the 
American Legion team to a state 
championship 
The 31-year-old Singer had lived in 
Diamond Bar until last summer 
when he moved to Villa Park 
Hampered by a chronic back 
problem, he was operated on during 
the 1974 season. This year, still 
recovering, he posted a 7-15 record 
with a 4 98 earned run average. 
He struck out only 78 and walked 81 
in 179 innings. 
Dr. Frank Jobe had given Singer a 
set of exercises and general 
m anager Harry Dalton had in­ 
structed him to work out only with 
catcher Andy Etchebarren. 
S in g e r’s m o th er, M argaret 
(Peggy) Singer, said Dr. Jobe had 
told her son his arm was in excellent 
condition with no deterioration of the 
type common to fast ball pitchers. 
The fireballing righthander is one 
of the few hurlers to be a 20-game 
winner in both major leagues. 
The 28-year-old Spencer, a left- 
handed power hitter, hit .266 in 133 
games, with 11 homers and 47 RBI 
last year. He has a career batting 
average of .257. The 6-foot-2 Spencer 
broke into the majors with the 
Angels in 1969 and was traded to the 
Texas Rangers in 1973 with pitcher 
Loyd Allen for first baseman Mike 
Epstein and two other players. He 
hit .278 for the Rangers in 1974. 


Singer has been on the disabled list 
four times during his 11-year major 
league career with the Los Angeles 
Dodgers and the Angels. He un­ 
derwent two operations, one for a 
back problem, the other for an elbow 
injury. 
Singer won 20 games for the 
Dodgers in 1969 and again in 1973 for 
California. He pitched a no-hitter 
against Philadelphia on July 20.1970. 
His career record is 103-109. 
Singer went to the Angels in 1972 in 
the deal that sent Frank Robinson 
from California to the Dodgers. Los 
Angeles also got pitcher Andy Mes- 
sersmith in that trade. 


Texas Manager Frank Lucchesi 
said that he expects Singer “to be the 
comeback of the year" player in the 
American League next season. 
California General Manager Harry 
Dalton said the addition of Spencer 
gives the Angels greater depth, and 
indicated that the team might con­ 
sider another trade involving the 
first baseman. 


“It gives us another option on the 
trade market," said Dalton. “ At 
least two clubs have already asked 
about Spencer and one made a firm 
offer. I don't know whether we want 
to move him ” 
Dalton was asked what would hap­ 
pen if Singer's physical problems 
prevented him from pitching for 
Texas in 1976. 
“We will not stiff the Texas club,” 
Dalton replied. “That's down the 
road. We don't think it will happen. 
The medical reports on Singer are

(AP) — Bill Veeck offered 
$10.3 million for the 
Chicago White Sox today 
and American League own­ 
ers were expected to 
welcome the onetime P.T. 
Bamum of baseball back 
into their exclusive club 
"We’ve got all the money 
we need," Veeck said after 
arriving here shortly after 
midnight today. 
Asked if he was op­ 
timistic that the AL 
owners would formally ap­ 
prove his purchase of the 
team, Veeck said: “I’d be 
silly to come all the way 
down here if I was pes­ 
simistic.” 
The welcome mat wasn’t 
always extended to Veeck. 
who once shocked the 
cloistered group known as 
baseball owners with his 
exploding scoreboards, 
midget batters, ballpark 
nurseries for children and 
other stunts at the time 
foreign to the great 
American pastime 
At the same time that 
the American League 
found out that Veeck had 
met its condition for $1.2 
million more in working 
capital over his previous 
offer, the National League 
discussed a $10 million 


dollar bid for the busted 
San Francisco Giants. 
And while the leagues 
tried to settle the future of 
their distressed franchise, 
the trading beat went on. 
Three deals were con­ 
cluded Tuesday, boosting 
to five swaps and a total of 
15 players the count since 
the annual m e e t i n g s 
opened here Saturday. 
The Cleveland Indians 
made two trades Tuesday, 
purchasing catcher Ray 
Fosse from the Oakland 
A s for an undisclosed 
amount of cash, and 
sending catcher John Ellis 
to the Texas Rangers for 
two youngsters, pitcher 
Stan Thomas and rookie 
catcher Ron Pruitt. 
Later, the Philadelphia 
Phillies spiced the dinner 
hour with a trade of out­

Veeck has the additional 
cash, supplied by W. Cle­ 
ment Stone, the president 
of Combined Insurance Co. 
of America in Chicago, ail 
executive reputedly worth 
$350 million. Stone also is 
known for his book on 
positive mental attitude, 
and several other tomes on 
how to get rich. 


Stone, a self-made man 
type who started In the in­ 
surance business after 
World War II, also is 
reported to have been one 
of the major contributors 
to the presidential cam­ 
paigns of former President 
Richard Nixon, in the 
neighborhood of more than 
a million dollars.

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SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
California’s new medical 
malpractice law takes ef­ 
fect this Friday. No 
celebrations are planned. 
Instead, an insurance 
company is planning a 
huge rate increase. Thou­ 
sands of Southern Califor­ 
nia doctors are getting 
ready to walk out. Trial 
lawyers are preparing to 
file suit against the law. 
And that suit may suc­ 
ceed in overturning at least 
one key provision of the 
law, state Insurance Com­ 
missioner Wesley Kinder 
said in an interview last 
week. 
The measure, by Assem­ 
blyman Barry Keene, D- 
Eureka, was passed during 
a special session of the 
legislature which ended 
Sept. 12. By law, it takes 
effect 90 days later. 
Kinder said the bill 
eventually could cut 
malpractice insurance 
premiums by 30 to 33 per 
cent from what they would 
have been without it. But 
be said its $250.000 limit on 
awards for pain and suffer­ 
ing may be vulnerable. 
'i t seems to be a denial 
of equal protection,’’ he 
said, ‘i t applies to only one 
class of plaintiffs. If I’m 
injured in an auto accident, 
the sky s the limit, but not 
in a malpractice claim. 
“ P e r h a p s a b e t t e r 
answer would be to extend 
the limit’’ to automobile 
i n s u ra n c e and o th e r 
liability fields, Kinder 
said. 
But that would run into 
opposition from the 
p o litic a lly 
powerful 
California Trial lawyers 
Association, which fought 
Keene s bill unsuccessfully 
in the legislature and is 
getting ready to battle it in 
court. 
“ We are seeking the 
proper case, 
said Elmer 
Low, the association’s 
president. “1 think it will 
probably have to go to the 
state Supreme Court. 
Low said attorneys 
groups are challenging 
malpractice laws in many 
of the 22 states which have 
enacted them In Idaho, he 
said, a trial court recently 
overturned a law limiting 
m alpractice awards to 
9150.000. 
Meanwhile, some 9,500 
Southern California doc 
tors are awaiting Kinder s 
decision, expected early 
next week, on a 406 per 
cent premium increase by 
Travelers Insurance effec 
live Jan. 1. 
Many have threatened to 
withhold all but emergency 
services if the increase 
stands. A slowdown has 
already begun in some 
areas 
S om e d o c t o r s a r e 
threatening to stop low- 
profit treatment of Medi- 
Cal patients Others are 
reportedly planning to 
move, join the military, or 
quit practice entirely. 
The increase would raise 
annual premiums for doc­ 
tors in the highest-risk 
f i e l d s , 
such 
as 
neurosurgery, to more 
than 936,000. Kinder 
challenged it as excessive 
and is reviewing the com 
pany s defense of its fig 
ures 
Whatever his decision, 
he said, doctors are likely 
to be unhappy. 
“The rates have been 
woefully inadequate lor the 
last 10 years or more, and 
a sharp increase is in-

They’ve been get­ 
ting quite a bargain in past 
years, and if my insurance 
increased in that amount 
I d be protesting too 
Kinder said he can't do 
what the doctors want: 
make insurance companies 
take the re fo rm s in 
Keene's bill into account 
now. 
“Even if we knew it was 
absolutely confirmed in 
court as of today, there are 
so many other factors that 
I don’t know that we could 
require anyone to reduce 
rates,’’ he said. 
“ For example, the 
frequency of claims has 
been going up about 10 per 
cent a year, and with all 
the pubiicity there are go­ 
ing to be more claims. It's 
generally recognized there 
is probably only one claim 
for every four incidents of 
malpractice. 
“ So we don’t know 
whether the reforms can 
offset an increase in 
claims plus inflation.’’ 
Besides the $250,000 ceil­ 
ing. Keene s bill shortens 
the malpractice statute of 
limitations, limits a t­ 
torneys contingency fees, 
and adds a minority of non­ 
physician members to a 
strengthened state Board 
of Medical Examiners. The 
idea is to cut insurance 
company losses by curbing 
multimillion-dollar awards 
for noneconomic losses, 
reducing the number of 
suits years after treat­ 
ment. and cracking down 
on the few doctors whose 
frequent m alp ra ctic e 
cases are paid for by the 
entire medical profession 
and its patients 
Insurance companies say 
the reforms won t be 


r e f l e c t e d 
in 
t h e i r 
premiums for at least a 
year. The California 
Medical 
Association, 
which supported the bill, 
says two to three years is a 
better estimate. 
“ W e re 
enthusiastic 
about the bill, but right 
now doctors are concerned 
about their premiums, ’ 
said a CM A spokesman, 
who asked not to be quoted 
by name. 
“The CM A is not calling 
for a strike and will not. 
But we recognize there 
may be some individual 
physicians who decide they 
can’t pay the premiums 
and may elect to withhold 
their services temporarily 
or permanently." 
The spokesman said the 
doctors best hope at the 
moment is doctor-owned 
insurance companies. Two 


are already operating in 
Northern California, and 
others are being started 
elsewhere. 
Kinder said doctor- 
owned companies may 
handle an increasing 
amount of insurance as 
commercial firms leave 
the field. But he said doc­ 
tors shouldn't expect the 
c o m p a n i e s 
to 
cut 
premiums drastically, 
because they have to 
operate the same as a com­ 
mercial company. 
What about the demand 
of some doctors for the 
state to simply roll back 
premiums to the January 
1975 level? 
“I wouldn't mind that, if 
we could do it." Kinder 
said “Then if that works, 
we can roll all our prices 
back to 1965 and cure all 
our inflation.

In any case, Zup­ 
pa Inglese is scrumptious eating and a fabulous way 
to finish dinner. 
Our version, Zuppa Amaretto, or Heavenly Cake 
calls for layers of yellow cake or sponge cake to be 
sprinkled with Amaretto di Saronno, the legendary 
Italian liqueur that’s turning up at m ore and more 
parties these days. Other em bellishm ents include a 
luscious custard, apricot preserves, whipped cream 
and candied fruit. 
The great thing about this dessert is that a 
hostess can devote just as much tim e to it as her 
schedule allows. If she w ishes, she can prepare the 
layers from scratch. If every m inute counts, then 
she can purchase the layers and get creative from 
(here on in. Either way, Zuppa Am aretto is certain 
to be a success. 
Another popular Italian dessert that begins with a 
Z is zabaglione or zabaione, depending upon which 
s(>elling you prefer. It’s particularly delectable 
when made with Amaretto di Saronno and served 
atop vanilla ice cream .

World grain production keeps pace with people 


When you are in the hos­ 
pital and on a special diet, 
the doctor and dietitian 
worry about what you eat. 
But when you are sent 
home and told to stick to 
your special diet, you may 
face a severe problem of 
what you should eat and 
how much of it. That ques­ 
tion in the past 10 years has 
been answered partially by 
special diet books pre­ 
pared by medical and 
nutritional experts. 
“ Today these diet books 
by known experts make it 
possible to carf-y on at 
home a hospital diet for 
such diseases as diabetes, 
kidney and heart trouble, 
etc.” states Ralph A. Nel­ 
son of the Mayo Clinic in 
Rochester, Minn 
“ These expertly written 
books may drive off the 
market those books by self- 
styled doctors and fad 
enthusiasts who often do 
harm by their imagined 
medical knowledge. This 
certainly is a boost for peo­ 
ple entrusted with provi- 
iding daily special food for 
themselves,’“ says Dr. Nel­ 
son who is associate 
professor of nutrition in 
the department if internal 
medicine 
l)r. Nelson further says, 
“ Food that is safe to eat. 
food a patient can enjoy, 
diets that are made up 
largely from regular 
supermarket items — all 
carefully woven into 
proper diets for specific 
diseases — so that the pat­ 
ient at home can now look 
forward to a meal; rather 
than a collection of items 
that either bores or be­ 
comes almost inedible. 


That is why I actually 
am happy over these new 
developments. Today, the 
special know-how of the 
physician, nutritionist and 
dietitian are all being used 
together and the palient

The Mavo Clinic Renal 
Diet Cookbook recently has 
been published by Dr Nel­ 
son and three other spe­ 
cialists at the Mayo Clinic.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Despite record wheat and 
corn crops in the United 
States this year, world 
agricultural production 
over-all has just about kept 
pace with a 2 per cent in­ 
crease in population. 
But the Agriculture 
Department says that an

gain 
in 
agricultural output of 
developing nations that ac­ 
tually outpaced population 
gains in those countries. 
The 
dep artm en t's 
Outlook and Situation 
Board said Wednesday that 


per capita production in 
the poor countries climbed 
for the first time in four 
years to a record index of 
104 per cent of their 1961-65 
average. In the preceding 
three years, per capita out­ 
put held even with bhe 
average. 
“ Among the developing 
countries, those in Asia 
showed the strongest in­ 
creases in total ag­ 
ricultural production, the 
board's report said “ The 
sharpest increases in 
agricultural production in 
South Asia were especially 
welcome because of the 
poor crops last year in In­ 
dia and Bangladesh." 


The figures for world 
output, for developing or 
developed countries, did 
not include the People’s 
Republic of China. But of­ 
ficials said “ indications 
also point to a good 
agricultural year” in that 
country.

because “ the substantial 
recovery of U.S. and Cana­ 
dian production was not 
enough to offset a sharp 
drop in the Soviet Union 
and more modest setbacks 
in Western and Eastern 
Europe,” the report said. 
Most of the world's 1975- 
76 grain harvest is com­ 
pleted, officials said. Total 
grain output is expected to 
be about 2.5 per cent above 


last year, although that is 
not as large a gain as 
predicted eight or nine 
months ago, before 
prospects declined in the 
Soviet Union and other 
areas.

“Selma,” the musical at 
Hollywood’s 
Huntington 
Hartford Theater through 
Dec. 21, falls short of its 
potential in showing the in­ 
fluence of Martin Luther 
King Jr. upon the civil 
rights movement of the 
1960s. 
The failure to rise to the 
difficult theme is largely 
the result of poor casting 
for the lead of King and his 
wife, Coretta Scott King. 
Tommy Butler as the 
minister and peacemaker 
and Denise Erwin as his 
helpmate are the poorest 
performers in an other­ 
wise excellent cast. 
Admittedly, Butler has a 
difficult role in that he is 
grappling with the image, 
style and memory of an un­ 
ique man. He lacks the elo­ 
quence of King, and rather 
than rising to the stature of 
the man plays him as a 
giggling rather mundane 
character. His singing 
sounds more like blues- 
man Lou Rawls than a 
black preacher. 
Rubert Williams, who 
plays NAACPer E. D. Nix­ 
on and is understudy to 
Butler’s King, opens his 
mouth and an echo of 
King's voice comes out. 
Williams should be cast as 
King for he possesses the 
strong voice and manner 
that were a natural cloak 
for the human activist 
Miss Erwin is impos­ 
sible with her giggling and 
fluttering eye-lashes. 
The supporting cast is

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leading in his white face 
portrayal of the bigot 
sheriff. Tall, physically 
beautiful and arrogant in 
his white suit and hat and 
cowboy boots. Culler is 
dynamic and striking. 
True to form, Culler 
magnifies the hostile atti­ 
tude and approach com­ 
mon to the bigot. A central 
figure in the first act, he 
powerfully opens the sec­ 
ond act in the purple robe 
and hood of a Klu Klux 
Klan leader, singing the 
bigot’s viewpoint in “Sens­ 
itive Situation." 
Lee Duncan is convinc­ 
ing as the angry black mil­ 
itant Marcus. His repent­ 
ance and change of heart 
later is a bit unbelievable, 
and smacks of re-writing 
reality to accomodate cur­ 
rent attitudes 
Ernie Banks, cast as the 
Rev Ralph Abernathy, re­ 
sembles the real Aber­ 
nathy His exuberant pre­ 
sentation causes a switch 
in the stature of King and 
Abernathy. The latter in 
life was dwarfed in the 
shadow of King’s great­ 
ness. Banks, however, 
plays Abernathy more 
powerfully in “Selma.” 
Alenza Powell in the solo 
“ Poison Hiding in the 
Church” following the 
bombing that killed four 
little black girls in a Bir­ 
mingham church sings a 
mournful and desperate 
cry for patience and deliv­ 
erance Ruth Brown as Ma- 
halia Jackson rolls the 
words of the black nation­ 
al anthem off her tongue, 
and brings the feeling from 
the gut level.

UCLA survey 
Expansion of 
business due 
to continue

LOS ANGELES - (BW) 
— Business expansion, 
which started about six 
months ago following the 
most sever recession since 
the 1930’s, will continue 
through 1976 and into 1977, 
according to the forecast 
released by the UCLA 
Graduate School of Man­ 
agement. 
Dr. Robert M. Williams, 
director of the UCLA Busi­ 
ness Forecast, and Dr. 
Larry J. Kimbell, Direct­ 
or of Forecasting Models, 
announced their findings at 
the university’s 24th an­ 
nual business forecast. 
Consumer spending will 
continue to provide the 
main thrust to the econ­ 
omy. The forecast as­ 
sumes that the lower tax 
rates on personal incomes 
adopted last May will be 
extended through 1976 
This stimulus to con­ 
sumer spending will be re­ 
inforced by the declining 
rate of inflation, which will 
increase the real purchas­ 
ing power of family in- 
cnmes. 
Investment in residen­ 
tial and other construction 
and in producers durable 
equipment w ill increase 
moderately. Business in­ 
ventories, which were re­ 
duced sharply in 1975, will 
be increased again as sales 
continue to improve in 
1976. 
Net exports of goods and 
services w ill continue to be 
positive, although the high­ 
ly favorable trade balance 
recorded in 1975 will be re­ 
duced in 1976. 
While the government 
sector will continue to ex­ 
pand in 1976, the huge fed­ 
eral deficit and the severe 
financial problems faced 
by many state and local 
governments will discour­ 
age efforts to increase pub­ 
lic spending. 
More specifically, gross 
national product is pre­ 
dicted to rise by $163 bil­ 
lion or 11 per cent in 1976 
compared w ith an in ­ 
crease of $80 billion or 5 7 
per cent in 1975 However, 
correcting for inflation, 
real” GNP will increase 
5.6 per cent in 1976 com­ 
pared with a decrease of 
2 9 per cent in 1975. 
Total industrial produc­ 
tion is expected to in­ 
crease by 9.6 per cent in 
1976 compared with a re­ 
duction of 8.6 per cent in 
1975. 
P rivate housing 
starts are predicted to in­ 
crease from 1,184,000 in 
1975 to 1,458,000 - still far 
short of the level exceed­ 
ing 2.000.000 in the years 
1972 through 1973. 
Automobile sales are 
forecast to rise from 8 7 
million in 1975 to 9.5 m il­ 
lion in 1976 compared with 
the record level of 11 5 m il­ 
lion in 1973 
Wholesale prices are 
predicted to rise 7 4 per 
cent in 1978 compared with 
increases of 9.4 per cent in 
1975 and 19 per cent in 1974 
at the peak of the infla­ 
tionary cycle 
t'-onsumer prices are ex 
peeled to nse 8,5 per cent 
in 1976 compared with in 
crease* of 9 2 per cent in 
1975 and 11 per cent in 1974 
Civilian employment, 
which fell from an aver­ 
age level of 18 million in 
1974 to 84 8 million in 1975, 
•s predicted to reach a rec­ 
ord 88 9 million in 1976. 
£ However, the labor force 


continues to expand, and 
the unemployment rate is 
expected to fall slowly 
from an average of 8.5 per 
cent in 1975 to 8 1 per cent 
in 1976 compared with 5.6 
per cent in 1974 and 4 9 per 
cent in 1973. 


Wages, as measured by 
average hourly earnings in 
all manufacturing indus­ 
tries, are predicted to in­ 
crease by 8.3 per cent in 
1976 compared with 9.2 per 
cent in 1975 and 8.1 per cent 
in 1974 


Interest rates on three- 
month treasury bills are 
expected to average 6 per 
cent in 1976 compared with 
5.8 per cent in 1975 and 7.8 
per cent in 1974, the year of 
record interest rates. The 
more stable long-term in­ 
terest rates, as measured 
by the yield on Moody's 
AAA Bonds, are predicted 
to average 8.7 per cent in 
1976. compared with 8.8 
per cent in 1975 8.6 per cent 
in 1974. 


Corporate profits after 
taxes are expected to es­ 
tablish a record $86 billion 
in 1976 compared with $77 
billion in 1975 and $85 bil­ 
lion in 1974. 


Stock prices, as measur­ 
ed by the Dow Jones In­ 
dustrial Average, are pre­ 
dicted to fluctuate in a 
range of 800 to 1000 in 1976 
compared with a range of 
632-882 in 1975 
The prediction of higher 
stock prices next year is 
based on forecasts of high­ 
er corporate profits, fairly 
stable interest rates, and 
increased investor confi­ 
dence as the business ex­ 
pansion continues 


The apparent resolution 
of New York City s finan­ 
cial crisis should be a posi­ 
tive factor in all securities 
markets. 
The national economy is 
expected to expand each 
quarter in 1976 The UCLA 
forecast also calls for 
economic growth in 1977, in 
contrast to some other cur­ 
rent forecasts which pre­ 
dict a slowdown in late 1976 
or 1977 
The California econ­ 
omy, like that of the na­ 
tion, will continue on a re­ 
covery path next year. C al- 
ifornia personal income 
performed slightly better 
than national personal in­ 
come in the early phases of 
Ihe recession, but is now 
lagging slightly behind in 
terms of recovery 
Also, tin rate of unem 
ployment in the state, 
chronically higher than the 
nation, is now over 10 per 
cent compared with a rate 
of about 8 5 per cent for the 
nation 
Both unemploy­ 
ment rates will decline in 
1976 to 9 4 per cent for Cel* 
lit«-ma and to 8 I per cent 
for the nation
